SHANGHAI, Jan. 28 |

ders of a Japanese sentry would be 
shot and said an apology tendered 
to Allison merely was a “gesture 
of courtesy.”

Speaking of the increas- 
ng burden of taxes, may I say that 
if one wishes to see exactly how 
much taxes have increased, the best 
and most accurate way to figure it 
out is to consider how much of the 
national income goes to the gov- 
ernment. 


GREAT BURDEN 


This will show you at once how 
great a burden taxation is becom- 
ing. Figures are not available for 
all countries but enough can be 
secured to demonstrate our point. 
According to the report of the trea- 
sury c mittee on national debts 
and taxation, 1927, Page 235, the 
British government in 1913 took by 
way of taxation seven and one-half 
per cent of the national income. 
That is, you understand seven and 


one-half per cent. of the people's 
earnings 
MR. MANNING: 1913—that was 
the year before the Great War. 
MR. LOW: Yes, 1913 the British 
government was taking seven and 


one-half per cent of the total nat- 
onal income. Ten years later, in 
1923, the same British governmen 
as taking 19 and one-half per cent 
the national income, 


OVER 250 PER CENT. 


MR. MANNING: Why, Mr. Low, 
thet is really an increase of over 
250 per cent, in 10 years. I suppose 


that this was largely due to the cost 
of the Great War. 

MR. LOW: Partly, no doubt, but 
when you discover that by 1929, just 
six years later, fully 30 per cent of 
the national income went to the 
government, it is evident that other 
Ss were at work. You see that 
it is a further increase of 60 per | 
cent in six years, and we must not 
forget at the same time, the tre- 
mendous increase in Britain's na- 
tional income durir that time, 
which makes the increase in taxes 
most startling. 

MR. MANNING: Have 
figures for Canada? 

MR, LOW: The Bureau of Cen- 
sus, Ottawa, gives the figures for 
the growth of the national wealth 
and also those for the increase in

taxation. From 1900 to 1922, Can- 
ada's national wealth, measured 
in dollars, increased apprpoxi- 


mately three and one-half times. 
During the same pericd the total 
taxation grew approximately six 
times, 

The increase in national wealth 
did not in any way keep pace with 
the increase in taxes levied, There- 
fore, the governments of Canada 
took an ever-increasing slice of na- 
tional income through taxation,

There were no surprises in the Speech from 
the Throne at the opening of parliament yes- 
terday. Possibly excepting the announcement 
that legislation will be brought in dealing with 
the export of electric power from Canada. But 
in view of Premier Hepburn’s demand for an 
export license it was rather to be expected par- 
liament would be asked to clarify its attitude 
toward that subject. 

The other important items relate to subjects 
on which action had already been indicated. 
And there are, as always, many subjects 
omitted on which action is probable and dis- 
cussion certain. Defence and finance, for 
examples, are not mentioned. The Speech does 
not conform to the requirements of an advance 
program for the session. Opening Speeches 
never do, if they ever did.

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WHO'S WHO? 

One of the immediate and practical questions 
raised by Mr. Herridge’s speech at Toronto is 
that of authority.

It can scarcely have been a coincidence that 
this speech was delivered to an assembly of the 
leading party lights in Toronto just on the eve 
of the opening of parliament.

He went to Vics 
toria a few weeks ago to take part in the by- 
election, and expounded the plain orthodox views 
by which he steered his course when Premier.

Since we have in Canada the two-party sys- 
tem, and are likely to have, it is a matter of 
legitimate public interest what the Opposition 
party stands for and who is entitled to state its 
objectives and plans.

CHANGING PRAIRIE ECONOMY 

When wheat prices were low in the half 
dozen years following 1929, Canada had more 
wheat than she knew what to do with.

That may be set down to our m 
fortune. But we can not lay all the responsibility 
on the weather. We had plenty of warning, but 
we waited and hoped instead of going out to 
meet the emergency. 

This year we are apparently going to do 
something about the prairies. At least the Dom- 
inion government has a plan, and it is presumed 
the provinces concerned will fall in with it. 

The plan, of course, contemplates relief for 
the farmers in the distressed areas. But it con- 
templates also an attempt at rehabilitation. Some 
of the lands, the poorer, drier lands, are to be 
segregated into pasture areas and to be turned 
back to grass. As grass lands they may be of 
little use if the dry cycle continues. But they 
can not be of less use than they are as wheat 
lands, and at least no money or effort will be 
expended cultivating them. °

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. W. L. writes: “My son 
had one of his fingernails torn off. I am worried 
for fear it will not grow back. Is there anything 
I can do to help him?” 

ANSWER: There is little that you may do to 
bring about a more rapid return of the nail on 
the injured finger. If the part where the new 
nail is formed remains healthy, then the finger 
nail will grow in again. The best thing you can 
do is to provide him with the vegetables whicn 
contain the minerals needed to form the nail 
structure. You do not tell me whether the finger 
was crushed or injured in any way; if a wound 
is present, the safest plan is to h we a doctor look 
at the finger to make sure that ‘he bone is un- 
injured and to advise you concerning a treat- 
ment to prevent infection. 

QUESTION—Mr. Harold S. writes: “I am 
having quite a struggle with constipation. When 
I use a strong cathartic I find that my colitis re- 
turns. Should I discontinue the laxatives? When 
I do I get a bad headache and my tongue be- 
comes coated. Some of the time my stomach 
seems upset no matter what I eat and I am 
troubled by gas.” 

ANSWER: All of the symptoms you mention 
are common in mucous colitis. I advise that the 
patient with colitis avoid laxatives as they may 
tend to increase the irritation in the intestine. 
I suggest that instead you try using the enema. 
As a general rule the enema secures results 
satisfactory in every way and the enema may be 
continued until the inflammation of the colon is 
relieved. The enema will cleanse the intestine 
sufficiently so that your headache, coated tongue 
and flatulence will be alleviated. The safest rule 
for you to follow as long as the irritation persists 
is to leave your strong cathartics on the bath- 
room shelf. It is now realized that unwise self- 
medication where the patient uses various laxa- 
tives in large doses may play a definite role in 
producing colitis.

INCOME TAXES 
There is a general impression that taxation 
of incomes originated during the Great War in 
Canada and Great Britain. In a recent address 
in Ottawa, Hon. J. L. Usley, minister of national 
revenue, pointed out that the income tax was in- 
stituted in Great Britain by that remarkable 
man who became chancellor of the exchequer at 
twenty-three and prime minister one year later, 
William Pitt the Younger. He introduced it in 
1793, as a war measure, just as the tax was in 
troduced in Canada in 1917, But unlike the Can- 
adian tax, the original income tax was removed 
in 1802 when peace was made with Napoleon by 
the Treaty of Amiens. When war broke out again 
in 1803, it was reimposed. After the Battle of 
Waterloo, the tax was taken off again and there 
was no direct levy on incomes 
between 1816 and 1842 
In the latter year there was no war

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS. 

One hundred and ten years ago 
today 28, 1828) in the small 
town of York there was a meeting 
out of which has evolved the great 
University of Toronto, the first 
meeting of the governors of King’s 
college. The story of the university 
is a pert of that of Upper Canada. 
Indeed, it antedates the province 
itself, because in 1791, before Gov- 
ernor Simcoe left England, he told 
Sir Joseph Banks, the president of 
the Royal Society, that one of hig 
first acts would be to create “a 
college of the higher class.” But he 
was unable to carry out his idea, 
and it was not until 1827 that John 
Strachan was able to secure a 
royal charter for King's college, of 
which he became the president in 
fact (though the governor in name), 
Perhaps the true creator of the uni- 
versity was Sir John Colborne, 
whose zeal for education was in- 
tense. After his departure there 
came the rebellion and _ progress 
was delayed, but in 1842 Strachan 
was able to have King’s college 
opened by Sir Charles Bagot, pure- 
ly as a Church of England college, 
all other Protestants and, of course, 
all Roman Catholics, being banned, 
It was not until 1849 that the uni- 
versity was freed from this clerical 
incubus and placed upon that broad 
basis upon which it still rests,

Claims Unemployment

Of Debt-Free Money 


Issuance of “debt-free” money 
would be “in itself absolutely im- 
practicable and the sooner we 
abandon the idea the better,” a 
statement Friday by the Edmon- 
ton Chamber of Commerce de- 
elared. 

Warning that such “debt-free” 
money would breed inflation, the 
Chamber argued “that the spending 
of large sums of new money must 
raise prices, first of consumable 
g00ds, then of other goods, but that 
only far in the rear do wages and 
salaries rise.” 

CHECK IMPOSSIBLE 

Attempt to check such inflation 
by setting a “just price” or “com- 
pensating price ‘for everything, 
would be “impossible in any but 
the most abject slave-states,” the 
brief further submitted, 

"In such an inflation, the great 
injustice done to individuals is not 
the only dark spot. Trade of any 
kind would almost cease, for barter 
in the modern world, is incredibly 
difficult 

“Unemployment, worse than any 


thing we have seen in this country, 


would follow. In time a new and 


sane monetary system would be 
built on the wreckage of the old, 
but not before the great mass of 
innocent and deluded people had 


been ruined,” the Chamber warn 
ed.
